WITH MEXICANS 


ENSENADA, Baja, California 
—Most tourists don’t go to the 
police station unless they have 
to but we did it because we want- 
ed to. 

On this brief jaunt of about 80 
miles into this “foreign land,” we 
wanted to learn how other peo- 
ple did things and in what re- 
spects they differ from us. 

Frankly, there is very, 
little difference. 

In the police station, for ex- 
ate: there were a couple of 

young, polite officers who spoke 
ins ‘their best broken English in 
answer to our questions. Furth- 
et into the headquarters, an offi- 
cer owas quizzing a woman and 
typewriting her answers. We 
could yisualize incidents sur- 
rounding that scene — some 
trouble, and the officer was get- 
ting her Story; just the same as 
in Upland’ or any California po- 
lice statian., 

At another time we placed a 
long distance telephone call. 
The attendant, who said he had 
never been out Mexico, knew all 
the routine and served us with- 
out a hitch — except he got Oak- 
land instead of Upland. We chid- 
ed him ‘about his yglish and he 


had a very ready * reply and a 
chuckle.

It could- 
n't be done. The cashier was 
very cordial but firm. ’ 


A youngster’ was bouncing a 
ball on a downtown sidewalk. 
It so happened we joined in, giv- 
ing the ball a_ beuncé,” then 
knocking it. to him. He accept- 
ed the incident jovially and weat 
on about his play, the same ias 
would any Upland youngster. 
As to youngsters on the down- 
town streets, that’s the one big 
human difference between here 


and our favorite  southland. 
Children must attend school 
here only through the sixth 


grade and we doubt if the truant 
officer is very thorough. It 
seems to us that many kids, not 
old enough to be through the 
sixth, were on the streets. The 
school buildings we have seen 


are not large enough to serve 
many pupils. The Catholic 
church maintains at least one 


elementary school. One _ public 
high school serves those stu- 
dents who wish to continue their 
studies, 

Since we are a Lion, we attend- 
ed the Ensenada ‘Lions club 
meeting the other night. We are 
accustomed to spending 11% 
hours a week at our meeting in 
Upland. We were at the local 
meeting three hours. 


“One thing about people down 
here,” a young chemist said in 
very good English, “when a 
meeting is set for 8 o’clock, they 
never get here for at least half 
an hour.” In the case of the Li- 
ons meeting, it was an hour late 
in starting. Actually, 9:30 p.m. 
when our delicious dinner of 
farm-fried steak, corn and beans 
Was served, 

Otherwise, the meeting here 
was almost the same as in Up- 
land. People who do not belong 
to service clubs have probably 
learned that a Lions meeting is 
not always serious and@ that con- 
siderable heckling and repartee 
prevail. Such was the case here 
—informality mingled with ser- 
ious affairs. Business concern- 
ed the club’s decision in sponsor- 
ing a singing group from Mexco 
City. 


A curio shop owner on my left 
and the Pontiac dealer on my 
right knew enough English to 
keep us up on what was the sab- 
ject of a fairly heated discussion. 

“If the club brings the sing- 
ers here, they will get 60 per 
cent and the club will get 40 per 
cent,” the curio merchant said. 
That’s a = sponsorship formula 
we’ve heard before and we felt 
right at home. |

Neither malathion nor diazinon 
are generally sold in drug stores, 
however, and one desperate 
housewife, Mrs. W. F. Nesbit of 
Cucamonga, turned to The Up 
land News to learn where sh¢ 
could buy the necessary ingre 
dients to rid her home premises 
of flies. 

A check with J. L. Turner, Up- 
land resident and city and county 
health sanitarian, who provided 
the fly killer story for The News, 
revealed that malathion can be 
purchased locally but diazinon is | 
hard to find. | 

Malathion can be purchased in 
small amounts in Upland, and 
Mr. Turner reports two retail out- 
lets which he said have it in stoc! 
These outlets are Upland Feed 
and Fuel, and Horticultural Cen- 
ter. He said a small amount
